How many grades the room; how many subjects 
taught; how much time daily can allowed for each 
how much time for each recitation; what sub- 
jects best suited forenoon and afternoon; when recesses 
occur, and duration; when may there other periods 
rest; what kind work shall provided for pupils not 
reciting; what shall the character the program 
Fridays, etc.

city schools generally arranged have but one 
grade room, but this one grade contains from thirty- 
five seventy pupils. Except the largest cities, where 
seems impossible provide properly for the rapidly 
increasing number pupils the primary grades, school 
officials try assign not more than forty pupils one 
teacher. Experienced teachers are able handle that 
number with fair degree comfort and success. 
two classes, twenty each, are made, one 
division reciting while the other occupied with some 
form quiet work, often styled busy work.

prevent breaking the program into recitation periods 


five minutes less, accommodate all the divisions 
studying the same branch, better, for example, 
have the three four higher groups arithmetic recite 
the same time.

The teacher may assign one 
group work the blackboard; another group may recite 
definitions and rules, and the third may read problems 
and give the oral analysis thereof. Each section should 
have little each kind work before the reci- 
tation period expires, all the work for each being based 
upon that part the arithmetic previously assigned for 
study and upon the necessary reviews.

The wise teacher recognizes the fact that every school 
has its own individuality. What can accomplished 
one school and with one class pupils not the meas- 
ure what can accomplished another locality.

part the teacher. The question not what would 
like for this child, but what may reasonably hope 
under all circumstances which find him sur- 
rounded, home conditions and neighborhood influ- 
ences?

New School Year Getting Things Started 


VERY young teacher dreads his introduction his 

school, and even the old teacher regards the first day 
new school with considerable anxiety. Very much 
depends upon the successful meeting the duties and 
difficulties this important occasion. The establishment 
correct relations between teacher and pupils from the 
outset will save both from future trouble and misunder- 
standing. Discipline will made easier and more nat- 
ural, revolt will anticipated and prevented, the spirit 
the work hand will appreciated, right impressions 
will formed, which will extend not only the pupils 
but also the parents and the community who are 
eagerly waiting for the verdict concerning the teacher 
when the children shall come home from school. Many 
teachers make mistakes during the first day which re- 
quire weeks labor correct, and thus seriously han- 
dicap their usefulness the school. 


The teacher should early the school the first 
morning, for the children will there early. They have 
had long vacation, and are eager get back 
while the novelty new teacher has its attractions. 
But the teacher should there before any considerable 
number have assembled. should meet them pleasantly 
without too much formality, engage them conversa- 
tion, and get them assist putting things rights. 
Naturalness the part the teacher this time 
the highest importance. The children will not de- 
ceived any assumed characteristics, either dignity 
over-effusiveness. 


Opening School. 

the appointed time call the school order, and let 
the children take seats pretty much they please. Per- 
manent seating after-consideration. few words 
expressing strong desire the friend and helper 
well instructor the children would not amiss. 
But nothing should said about rules, condutt, 
discipline, good order; nor should there any threats, 
undue exhibition authority. This will not neces- 
sary the outset, for the children this first morning 
will watching the new teacher order form 
judgment the material which made. Out- 
breaks may come later, and the young teacher must 
ready for them, but anticipate them suggestion will 
only precipitate them the sooner. Quiet, firm, clean-cut 
manner and speech, the teacher will give his pupils the 
impression that does not say much, but that means 
all says. must prove his pupils that there 
for business, that knows his business, and that the first 
business get everybody work. The commencement 
the day should perfectly natural, and the teacher 
should assume leadership though expected perfect 
comradeship with his pupils without resigning his right 
direct. Whatever said done should embody 
spirit frankness and sincerity, while carries with 
tone firmness and confidence. 


Securing Names. 

Having the old register his possession, let the 
teacher call the coll from that, inquiring after the ab- 
sentees, and supplementing with the names the new 
pupils. The list names should not entered into the 
permanent roll book for few days until the children 
who are coming school have entered. this plan, 
only few minutes will required secure the names 
all the pupils.

Proceed the same manner with 
the classes geography, reading, language, etc., namely, 
call the recitation benches, take names, give out books, 
assign lessons, dismiss their seats, look after new 
pupils. The taking the names pupils several times 
over this way will serve fix them the teacher’s 
mind, that before the close the first day can 
easily become familiar with the names all pupils 
school fifty children. This itself very important 
beginning. Children particularly dislike tell their own 
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names repeatedly, and the sooner the teacher knows the 
names, the sooner will master the situation. 
time schedule followed this first day, but the classes 
are called order fast the above scheme work 
can carried out. This exercise, besides furnishing op- 
portunity learn the names, accomplishes other impor- 
tant ends. distributes and records text books that are 
public property, sets tasks for the pupils begin, 
starts the machinery the school motion, has 
business-like air that commands respect.

SCHOOL EXERCISES BASED THE 
LITURGICAL DEDICATION EACH MONTH. 


Religious Teacher (Pennsylvania). 

The Church dedicates the month September the 
“Holy Cross.” From one point view seems 
most appropriate, that is, the great body teachers 
who must face their “Light Brigades” after two months 
vacation fun and frolic. The thought sufficient 
unnerve one, unless prepared with well matured 
plans surmount all these difficulties. The writer, hav- 
ing tried the following plan, and being repaid with most 
gratifying results, gives the ideas willingly and gladly 
others, trusting that thereby Christ’s kingdom may 

Having for the past few years been giving religious 
instructions, objectively far practicable, that is, 
the aid pictures, home-made charts, etc., the idea came 
mind, whilst preparing enter the classroom the 
dreaded “first day school,” have calendar drawn 
the blackboard each month and arranged such 
way that the pupils could see glance the liturgical 
dedication each month. For September cross was 
drawn, the calendar placed beneath and the “Month 
the Holy Cross” artistically arranged around rustic 
letters. (See front cover.) weekly compositions were 
expected from this grade, the thought occurred that 
more fitting subject for the first week could had than 
“The Holy Cross.” period fifteen-minute prepared 
talks and select readings the subject was given the 
pupils for four successive days, beginning Monday. 
They were then given five minutes each day take 
notes and were reproduce composition form all 
had listened during the week. Each pupil 
was obliged place his work the teacher’s desk Fri- 
day morning for inspection, not correction. Friday after- 
noon the work was transcribed with care into good- 
sized composition book, the errors were then checked 
with red ink. The heading being artistically arranged 
each pupil’s skill would permit, German text, rustic 
letters plain print. For drawing during the first week 
each month they practiced the calendar and Thurs- 
day afternoon they were able sketch with pen and 
ink into their composition books frontispiece for 
each month’s work. the page next was written 
piece poetry keeping with the subject hand, 
then followed the composition. This order work was 
kept during the entire term. was great pleasure 
note the care with which the pupils did their work, 
for each one knew that his work from the first day 
September until the close the school term would

exhibited parents and friends. None were permitted 
any work over, for the motto for our school work 
done twice done,” and the class motto, 
“In seeking wisdom find God.” encourage the 
pupils credits were given them from this work for draw- 
ing, penmanship and composition.

matter what part the Catechism Church History 
the class may have been studying, for the time being 
the subject hand took the place all that, for 
teacher asks too much pupil she will get but little. 
the teacher’s query, Explain the “Our Father,” each 
pupil turn gave the entire explanation, without further 
questioning from the teacher. The Mary, the 
Apostles’ Creed, etc., were this way, too. 
took time and patience, yes. But patience hath perfect 
work, and the religious teacher should patient with 
her pupils; our patient with us. must 
love the children; what can for them, and God 
will the rest. Education sacred work, upon 


which may depend the salvation the loss soul. 

Now all teachers experience will agree that the one 
great difficulty met with the school results from lack 
home discipline the parents. the early ages 
the faith, mothers brought their children look 
martyrdom signal favor Heaven, and prepare 
for self-denial and prayer. Alas! our day many 
so-called Christian mothers foster the hearts their 
children only sentiments vanity and love ease. 
must counteract this home training inspiring our 
pupils with the spirit abnegation and cheerful en- 
durance pain; then, after years, they will know how 
bear patiently sufferings and the cross. should 
endeavor make valiant men and women our pupils 
training them the heroism self-denial neces- 
sary for the fulfillment their noble mission the 
world. This point was developed during the first talk 
the “Month the Holy Cross.” The subject gave 
many beautiful thoughts that felt though were 
making little retreat for the reopening school. The 
second talk was the “Passion Our Lord;” the third 
took the two feast days the Church gives the 
Cross; the May the “Finding Holy Cross,” and 
the 14th September the “Exaltation Holy Cross.”

seems that ought develop our schools 
the study the Testament, especially the New Testa- 
ment. Ever since the Holy Father Leo XIII issued his 
famous encyclical the study the Holy Scriptures, 
have been encouraged have our schools and 
develop among our people greater knowledge the 
Testaments, both Old and New, and hence ought 
special place our school curriculums for the 
study the sacred Scriptures. Oftentimes cite from 
the Testament and know many are unfamiliar with 
eur references. perfectly satisfied that only small 
percentage people today are familiar with the stories 
the Old and New Testaments. Somehow other 
seems have gone out vogue. When were chil- 
dren had learn heart the Old Testament stories, 
and they furnish material from which frequently draw 
and comparisons. 


Now certainly not too much say that the edu- 
eation our children incomplete without practical 
knowledge the Testaments. fact, one the great 
sources of*our doctrine found the Testament, 
which should familiar every Catholic child 
kis history book, for the Old Testament prefigures and 
prophesies the coming Christ, and the New Testament 
the fulfillment the life Christ. im- 
portant for us, therefore, have the study the New 
Testament part our curriculum. That being ac- 
cepted, come the question, how shall teach it? 


How Teach It. 
First all, the teacher should prepared teach it. 
difficult study. requires careful preparation. 


There more difficult study. teach the curricu- 
lum our schools than the catechism, and nothing more 
than fitting preparation for teaching it. There 
idea prevailing that anyone can teach catechism who 
knows it. The same may said with greater emphasis 
the teaching the Testament. Let not deceived, 
requires very special preparation, preparation that 


will, first all, familiarize the teacher with the Testa- 
ment and all its parts. not necessary school work 
that the teacher should thoroughly equipped with ar- 
guments prove the authenticity the Testament 


defend against its enemies. dealing with Cath- 
olics, and especially Catholic children, have the fun- 
damental that the Church gives the Bible 
and assures its authority. the Testament be- 
cause the Church says is, and that the infallible 
authority which know what truth and where 
contained. Therefore, say that this the New 
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Testament because the Church has decided, the first 
great argument. Also, say that anything that found 
equally authoritative the rest because the 
Church has declared so. The teacher the 
New Testament should equipped with thorough 
knowledge the text and know the Gospels, the Acts, 
the Epistles, and the Apocalypse. 
Question Method. 

Then comes the question method teaching the 
Testament. What the purpose teaching the New 
Testament? find Christ and draw portrait 
Christ. That portrait found complete the two Tes- 
taments, and our purpose should teach the child 
find Christ the book which history the events 
His life, the acts performed Him, His gospel, His 
precepts, and His law. The children have heard these 
from the priests and from the catechism, but they can 
brought find that story and that doctrine the New 
Testament for themselves, how much more firmly will 
all fixed their minds! After all, what the world 
needs today know Christ, and what our education 

roposes develop the Christian the child. 

hat more beautiful study our curriculum than the 
study Him who sthe aim purpose our educa- 
tion? Why not take the living Book which the 
word God? You may form your own method when 
you have assimilated what the Testament and when 
you understand what particular object there the 
different Gospels and how all may co-ordinated 
give continuous history Christ. 


Lesson from Experience. 

When, parish priest, began study this prob- 
lem for the children school, found many learned 
books the subject Bible study, but none them 
were practical use for the work was under- 
taking. had class children high school age 
who had been confirmed, had studied some Bible history, 
had passed through different grades school work, and 
had come the point where seemed important 
begin the study the New Testament. The plan that. 
came first was give the story the New Tes- 
tament, the story the Gospels, their meaning, their 
authors, their purpose, the language which they were 
written, and then give the principal events Christ’s 
life narrated each evangelist. The first requisite 
was Testament for each child. Then slips leaflets 
were printed and given the children, and these leaflets 
contained regular elssons questions and answers 
the different subjects study. first questions only 
were asked, but the children did not know where look 
for the answers. found absolutely necessary put 
the answers the printed slips and require them 
memorized. Three questions were about much the 
child could answer and would more than supply the hour 
given the New Testament class because many ex- 
planations were needed, for the children’s minds were 
absolutely blank New Testament geography, New 
Testament time and meanings. teaching special topics, 
for instance the Nativity, pictures were used and ref- 
erences noted which were read obtain the history 
the event pictured. This training familiarized the child 
with the New Testament that could readily turn 
references anywhere the New Testament. The Old 
Testament was come afterwards, but first all, the 
child was assimilate the life Christ told the 
New Testament, that living story the One all the 
world most worthy known and loved, and whose 
blood they had been redeemed and made Christians, that 
story found the revealed Word God taught 
the infallible Church which they are members, and 
above all, most beautiful all, find out for himself 
the portrait Christ. Their little minds need not under- 
stand the intricacies doctrine, but they should able 
draw for themselves the portrait Christ, the beauti- 
ful, the wonder worker, the redeemer. Character study 
was found important keep the interest the 
child, giving each child references could find 
his own book and reproduce the story some char- 
acter the New Testament, Elizabeth, Zachary, the 
Angels the Nativity, the Blessed Mother, etc. These 
character studies the children presented their closing 
exercises. 

Purpose the Bible.

Testament, keeping view that central figure, for the 
Testament, Old and New, has only one purpose, make 
Christ known. The Old prefigures and the New shows 
fulfillment. study the Testament find Christ 
promised, Christ come, Christ crucified, Christ risen, and 
Christ the redeemer. written for that purpose and 
other. The study the Testament which leads 
reverence and love does not require great knowledge 
which, many times devoid piety and faith, leads 
ruin rather than resurrection, because such are not 
firmly grounded faith, that faith which believes God 
and the Church revealing the Word God the Sacred 
Scriptures.

THIS YOUR MISTAKE TEACHING? 

Prof. O’Shea the Wisconsin State university, calls 
attention common error with many teachers and 
makes practical suggestions for correcting the mistake: 

teacher who the habit requiring her pupils 
over their lessons number times, under the 
impression they are therefore studying, recently directed 
them study their spelling lesson only ten words 
twenty-five times. They ran thru the list fast 
they could, giving special attention any one word, 
having only the aim get thru the list twenty-five times 
soon they could. They did not concentrate their 
attention the task because they were more eager 
get thru the list the required number times than 
learn the words. When they had gone thru 
twelfth time, their chief thought was how many more 
times they would have repeat the process. This was 
not only detrimental good spelling, but what more 
serious, tended establish wasteful mental habits. 

What most needed learn any thing concentra- 
tion attention. Mere repetition without concentration 
usually fruitless. Besides, pupil gets into the 
way thinking, when tries learn thing, that 
not necessary get the first time because 
will have indefinite number other opportunities 
the various repetitions which accustomed, 
contracting habits that will handicap him all 
possible should learn word the first time at- 
tempts it. This will cultivate him the habit giving 
his mind entirely attempts. would 
better for class study spelling lesson with con- 
centrated attention for five minutes than study the 
way this class did for whole half-hour. child learns 
readily concentrates his attention for few minutes 
time, but makes little headway lets his at- 
tention wander, thinking the number times 
goes over thing that counts and not his vital grasp 
the first time. 

How much better would have been if, assigning 
the lesson, this teacher had said: “You can have five 
minutes learn the lesson; then the books will closed 
for recitation.” the pupils can not apply themselves 
get such lesson five minutes that the 
teacher’s opportunity help One teacher, whose 
school had acquired the habit mere memorizing and 
repetition without concentration, conducted special ex- 
ercises induce concentration till now they 
have considerable degree ability putting their 


whole minds topic for few minutes time. 
When this teacher has minutes for recitation 
she sometimes allows ten the pupils prepare 
this concentrated way, and then five minutes recite 
spirited manner. this fashion she impresses 
them with the necessity working with vigor while they 
are it. Try this method and the same time note 
how mechanically many pupils study and how the idea 
simply going over lesson has taken such possession 
their minds that they accomplish but little for the 
time and energy expended. The law economy and 
efficiency learning requires that the pupil give short 
periods concentration followed periods relaxa- 
tion.

ITS NATURAL DEVELOPMENT—FIRST AND 
SECOND GRADES 


The reader has discovered before this that “Primary 
English,” here considered, bigger thing than the 


ordinary class room exercise, rooted commas, periods, 


capitals, paragraphs and marginal lines, would suggest. 
Neither can bounded dead reproductions, un- 
meaning picture studies, the memorization black 
typed rules and definitions. These things, often made 
the end all effort, are but the tools with which the 
child become familiar and, like other tools, the 
knowledge and habit their correct use can only 
gained thru their use. English” broad 
and rich the expressional life the child and should 
comprehend all that life. The keynote method 
found the word and the end sought 
the expression life, the expression the child’s 
thought, and finally, the expression that thought 
the best form possible the child. 

The question was raised last article, “What 
the natural form expression each grade?” this 
was meant what degree each grade find 
language organizing itself naturally? The organzation 
language must naturally follow the organization 
the child’s thought processes. Any attempt force the 
language organization beyond this point must ne- 
cessity prove disastrous. All such work lacks significance 
the child and therefore tends toward hypnosis 
school fatigue. the other hand the expressions 
(language all forms) not keep pace with the 
thought organization then, again necessity, these very 
thought processes will become stunted, and the child will 
likely classed mentally deficient. Thus again the 
law use exemplified. 

The wise teacher, therefore, seeks discover what 
extent expect the language organization progress 
each grade work. Knowing this, she able test 
out her work and determine for herself whether not 
she accomplishing the normal results she has reason 
expect with the grade question. artificial course 
study can give rational basis she will this 
way able formulate for herself. Neither can any 
artificial course study present scheme grading 
that will well accommodate itself the needs 
individuals, well classes, for the test must in- 
dividually applied. 

the plan this article, far possible, make 
clear the first two stages language development. 
this end use will made papers collected from the 
first two grades, not model language lessons, but 
rather that unawares the child may caught expressing 
naturally possible, and therefore free 


from class room influence possible. this end all

Had the papers been rewritten all these points would 
have become more pronounced. the extent that this 
study typical, the real work the teacher 


seems that the organization indicated the 
above outlines possible and should attempted 
all well taught first grades. 

But what the mechanics? study the papers 
shows that the pupils had really all they needed. Few 
errors are found along this line. Just the extent that 
they are needed the child they should taught. Two 
things would insist upon: First, that the mechanics 
taught only thru their use and never the memorization 
rule; second, that everything taught well 
taught become “habit” with the child. know 
reason why the second grade child should ever need 
told that, “Each new sentence should begin with 
capital,” fact any the other half dozen things 
that the first grade child should have worked over into 
“writing habit.” 


Second Primary 

The organizations the year indicate several steps 
the thought and language development. 

The story subject appeared upon every paper. 

Each sentence completes itself. The repetition 
sentence forms for each shade thought, the 
first grade, longer appears. 

Pronouns are used freely, nouns are longer 
repeated. 

Modifiers both simple adjective and phrase have 
become very prominent. They are asset capital. 

Adverbs appear and many sentences show clause 
construction. 

Especially prominent during the year, often too 
prominent, the connective. great extent seems 
characterize the second grade organizations. 

The logical organization, shown the sentence 
arrangement, develops rapidly. 

the second grade teacher will work along the line 
organization suggested the above deductions she 
will evidently working with the child, and should 
get results, always supposing that the work the first 
year has been done. must remembered also that 
the child’s organizations, and not the room 
which his desk situated, that indicates his real grade. 
often occurs that first grade child second 
grade room; sometimes the opposite thing happens. 

The child’s mechanical needs are but little more than 
those the first grade. Among them will found the 
greater use the comma, the use the simple pos- 
seessive and the use the hyphen broken words the 
end the line. Spelling becomes more prominent and 
more attention must given thereto. If, once more, 
these things are taught thru their intelligent “use” they 
will develop into “writing habit” and will give but 
little trouble.

September waves his goldenrod

First week— 

The first autumnal weather expected, altho 
have few uncomfortable hot days ahead us. 

Golden elder and the clematis still bloom. 
occasional hickory, soft maple basswood leaf falling. 
Hard maples beginning color, the elms showing just 
trace autumn, and the hawthorn foliage getting 
somewhat rusty its fruit reddening. Bur oak 
dropping its acorns. Plums and wild grapes ready for 
eating. 

Orchard and vineyard make September the “month 
fruits.” 

Evening primrose early bloom. The following 
flowers prime: Ladies’ thumb (smartweed), various 
small asters, chicory (succory), goldenrod, thistle, bind- 
weed, salvia, canna and nasturtium. Burdock and May- 
weed late bloom; mullein “gone by.” The jewel weed 
(“touch-me-not”) interest because its explosive 
fruits. 

Goldenrod and wild sunflower combine with fields 
stubble make this the “yellow month.” 

The bluejay noisy, and alert you may catch 
glimpse the ruby-throated hummingbird. 

the insects, crickets, katydids, meadow 
hoppers, locusts, flies and mosquitoes are frequently seen. 

Second week— 

The first frosts are scheduled—varied thunder- 
storms and warmer weather. 

The basswood and elms spotted with bright yellow; 
hackberry and plum dispersing choice fruits. Here and 
there falling leaf. 

Evening primrose, asters, dahlia, salvia and canna still 
showy; smartweed, thistle and burdock late bloom. 

Robins flocking. 

Mosquitoes and flies bothersome; grasshoppers and 
their various allies abundant; cabbage butterflies and the 
monarchs numerous. 

The taller sedges and grasses and the coarser weeds 
become more prominent the characteristic summer 
vegetation subsides, faded and rusty, hinting autumn. 

Third week— 

Light frosts more severe come, and plants dis- 
close various schemes. 

Hard maple; linden, elm, scarlet oak, hackberry and 
woodbine coloring brightly; silver maple, catalpa, lindea 
and wild black cherry sheddiing leaves; most the 


black walnuts and some few hard maples are bare. Haw- 
thorne apples very palatable. 

Still blooming: nasturtium, asters, evening primrose, 
yarrow, mustard, sweet clover, smartweed, catnip, red 
clover, sticktight, Mayweed, yellow oxalis, daisy fleabane, 
brown-eyed Susan, dandelion, velvet leaf and burdock. 
Dispersing seed: burdock, prickly lettuce, ragweed, wild 
buckwheat, plantain, mustard, thistle and curly dock. 
Milkweed and arrow leaf ripening. 

White-throated sparrow arrives from the north; robins 
singing. 

The garden affords tomatoes, water melons and musk 
melons their best. 

Abundant: monarch, cabbage and sulphur butterflies, 
hawk moths, and Orthoptera. Flies and mosquitoes 
annoying. 

Fourth week— 

The equinoctial period puts the weather prophets 
their guard; possibly the fields will green from the 
rains. 

Bright colors appearing the linden, pignut, cotton- 
wood, ironwood, horse chestnut, hard maple, plum, and 
some the willows and hawthorns; the walnut and 
hickory, having led the procession color, are now 
largely bare, and their fruits are falling, together with 
those the pignut, linden and red oak. Poplar, linden 
and hawthorn shedding leaves. 

Grapes fully ripe. 

Light blue asters abundant; nasturtiums plentiful; 
dandelion, thistle, asters, burdock, sticktight, sneeze- 
weed and mayweed late bloom; belated violets and 
buttercups found for the seeking. Dandelion, 
thistle, burdock and cocklebur dispersing seed; stick- 
tights nearly mature; pods the jewel- 
weed their most touchy condition. 

Resident warblers still with us; some from the north 
arrive—a wave myrtles and black-throated blues. Also 
the first junco, chickadee, Jacksnipe, ruby-crowned king- 
let, and abundant Bluejays 
much evidence. 

Occasional mosquitoes, and diminishing plague 
flies; cabbage butterflies, checkered whites and monarchs 
abundant; are the Orthoptera. 

Garden slugs appear the sidewalks.

Who you have raised garden this summer? What 
did you Which crops were most successful? Did 
you take any produce market?

Many the garden, field and orchard crops have in- 
sect enemies which habitually confine themselves the 
one kind plant, illustrated the potato beetle 
and the “cabbage worm.” you find potato beetles 
Why not? How about the cabbage 
Late cabbages are still growing, and until the 
hard frosts come shall find the cabbage worm engaged 
its business despoiling our cabbages. Let in- 
vestigate its activities; may discover something 
interest and possibly something very much worth while. 

What harm these creatures do? They eat the 
cabbage leaves, sometimes ruining the entire head; dirty 
the plant that presents untidy appearance, 
necessitating thoro examination and cleansing. Did 
you ever see them eating the leaves? How they 
it? What part the leaf they attack first? (Bring 
material.) How much damage will one caterpillar 
do? How much does one eat day? (Experiment.) 
How large are the worms which you find? (Various 
sizes, inches.) What does this difference 
size mean? (Growth.) Why, then, they eat much? 
How long does one live? (Experiment.) How small 
are they when born? See how small caterpillar you 
can find. Look closely; why diffcult detect the 
little ones? this color any service the creatures? 
you know any enemies the cabbage worm 
other than man? How rapidly does the caterpillar grow? 
Imprison the smallest one you can find, give fresh 
food frequently and watch its growth; measure daily 
and piece paper picture its growth daily 
length line, recording the date beneath each line. 

Where these hungry creatures come from? What 
their future? Perhaps can answer both questions 
seeing what becomes this captive whose growth 
mature caterpillar imprisoned, chrysalis may dis- 
covered). 

Where our cabbage worm this morning? Has 
escaped from the cage? (The chrysalis observed at- 
tached to.the side the box.) What this strange

Many high school graduates are unacquainted with 
insect metamorphosis; however, among intermediate 
grammar grade pupils probably several will found 
who are familiar with the life history either the 
cecropia moth the silkworm moth, from their primary 
nature study. Very likely will suggested that “the 
worm has turned into cocoon.” will necessary 
point out that cocoon habitation, not creature. 
This creature which will call chrysalis, naked— 
not inclosed cocoon. 

You think that this our same cabbage worm dis- 
guise? Can you gather any evidence substantiate 
your theory? might confine another individual and 
follow its history; might hunt for similar chrys- 
alids cabbage leaves near-by plants. Could 
such creature hold fast cabbage leaf? How 
attached here? girdle silk. Did you ever find 
such chrysalis? Where? Hunt for them the school 
garden home. few may found cabbage 
leaves stems tailer plants, or—at this time 
year especially—in protected places the side 
building, beneath the window sill, under the siding, 
even the window pane. What advantage the 
chrysalis such dwelling place? high and dry 
and secluded, and this creature has legs other 
means locomotion with which escape rain 
enemies. Possibly stay here all winter. 

What the fate our chrysalis? will keep 
those which have captured and see can learn 
their life plan. several mature caterpillars are con- 
fined, probable that molting and transformation into 
the chrysalis may observed the class 
wise, not too late the season, butterflies may 
observed the act emerging from the chrysalis 
skin, the empty skins may easily found. this 
fails, may necessary tell the story. 

Caterpillar, chrysalis, next? How long 
the butterflies live? What becomes them? Where 
the caterpillars come from? (The butterfly lays eggs.) 
Where shall look for them? cabbage leaves. Let 
examine some cabbage leaves closely see can 
detect the eggs. (Some one brings infested cabbage 
the class room and the outer leaves are distributed.) 
which side the leaf you exepct find the eggs? 
the protected lower side. 

Here egg, tiny whitish thing, yet large enough 
easily detected searching eye. Look with 
the hand lens (simple microscope); describe the egg. 
(Barrel shaped, ribbed.) will keep these eggs and see 
how long before they hatch; may able also 
watch the birth the caterpillar and determine ac- 
curately the duration the caterpillar stage.

When 
the plants are first set out, when they begin head, 
keep the larva from burrowing into the head, and 
sionally afterward needed, after rains, etc. There 
danger being poisoned eating the treated cab- 
bages they have not been sprayed within two three 
weeks before eating. Other means are employed, but 
Paris green the usual and best remedy. 


NATURAL ENEMIES THE CABBAGE WORM 
The cabbage worm has several natural enemies, insect 
parasites, one which minute was im- 
ported purposely from England 1883. Its tiny co- 
coons are sometimes found—a mass them—beside the 
body the cabbage worm, which the parasites have 
killed and from which they have emerged build these 
From the cocoons will hatch winged Bra- 
conids (minute four-winged flies) attack other cabbage 
worms. Certain wasps also prey upon the caterpillar, 
and certain bugs which lurk flowers, capture the 
butterflies and suck the fluids from their bodies. 

Not only have certain its parasites been introduced 
from Europe, but the cabbage butterfly itself im- 
portation. The first one discovered this continent 
was captured 1860, Quebec, Canada, after which 
none was seen for two years. the United States 
was first identified 1865, Maine. 1866 had 
reached New Hampshire and Vermont, 1868 New 
York, 1875 Ohio, 1877 Illinois, and 1880 the Gulf. 
Now found thruout the entire country, 
national pest. The English sparrow, introduced (pur- 
posely) about ten years earlier, has enjoyed similar 
prosperity, and even greater pest. Surely 
dangerous interfere with the life balance which 
Nature seems have established. case record 
the loss one man 12,000 cabbage plants one 
season. the neighborhood New York city alone, 
first year after the worm reached that 
vicinity—the loss cabbage and cauliflower was $500,000. 

Often northern ten years ago, but rarely 
now, you might capture different species cabbage 
butterfly, the “checkered white,” native form which 
does not eat into the cabbage head badly. has 
been almost exterminated the foreign species, which 
appears earlier the spring and takes possession the 
food plants. 

The first cabbage butterflies the season emerge 
from the winter chrysalis early spring, and within 
day two begin laying eggs which hatch from four 
eight days. Temperature affects the duration the 
different stages the life history. The larva (properly 
called caterpillar, but sense worm) matures 
from ten fourteen days, molting four times. The 
chrysalis stage lasts from one two weeks, except 
the case those which are hibernate thru the winter. 
Thus the life cycle occupies from two five weeks 
(according the season), which allows least three 
broods the northern states, and possibly twice that 
number generations the region the Gulf. The 
first generation feeds upon wild plants, maturing before 
cabbages are planted.

DRAWBACK TEACHING GEOGRAPHY 

One the great drawbacks the teaching geo- 
graphy that the pupil constantly handling material 
for the understanding and interpretation which has 
adequate basis. always dealing with facts and 
facts which, for the most part, does not understand. 
And account this intellectual indigestion, his ap- 
petite for geography sadly impaired not wholly 
destroyed. 

The pupil required master such facts latitude, 
longitude, boundary, area, surface, drainage, etc., but 
does not consider these topics with reference the lives 
the people which they most concern. does not get 
out these facts the real essence geography because 
has had little preparation that will enable him 
understand these topics. 

The teaching any subject serious undertaking 
and little short amazing see the enthusiasm 
that some teachers display over mere nonsense. Geo- 
graphy deals with life, not with latitude, and the only 
reason for studying the latitude any country that, 
properly interpreted, aids very materially under 
standing the life the country. Before the pupil can 
make use such devices latitude, longitude, boundary, 
area and population, and the like, must understand 
their geographic significance. After has mastered 
these topics, then can proceed study the geography 
any country thru these devices. This may not seem 
but the fact that needs impressed 
all such facts the above enumerated are not geography 
but merely the media thru which geographical ideas are 
seen. 

What the Pupil Should Learn Before Studying Latitude 

Before the pupil required learn the latitude 
single place, should know: 

The latitude the angular distance from the 
equator. 

That the higher the latitude the less heat given 
area receives from the sun. 

That the higher the latitude the longer the winter 
season and the shorter the summer season. 

That the higher the latitude the less the altitude 
the noonday sun. 

That the higher the latitude the longer the summer 
day and shorter the winter day. 

That the higher the latitude the shorter the grow-. 
ing season but the longer the growing day. 


That countries having corresponding latitudes have 
corresponding seasons. 

That the above eight points only and can 
modified. 


What Use Make Knowledge Latitude 
After these general facts latitude have been thoroly 
mastered and the pupil comes the specific fact that the 
latitude Germany degrees—55 degrees north,

and how much better the United States situated than 
either. 

That being surrounded rich, densely populated 
countries advantage from commercial point 
view.

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SOME PHASES PRIMARY HISTORY

Too often the teacher 
content for the pupil cultivate memory, that is, com- 
mit the words the book without knowledge the 
subject.

received when returned from his wonderful discovery 
America. does not get much from the grand 
review Washington the close the Civil War. The 
boy who rich such sense phases history will get 
much more real history than the other boy. will 
learn live thru the scenes reads them, because 
has something call liken the history to. The 
pupil must have first-hand material thru which reads 
the history that has not been permitted live thru. 

The teacher can much help the pupil organize 
this sense history. She can suggest things that will 
cause him think relations one thing another and 
thus cause him imagine and form mental pictures 
history. Thus step step can taught imagine, 
understand and reason. 

certain body knowledge should part the 
life equipment every intelligent person. This the 
geographical study should supply. The vast majority 
our children are the world’s workers.

have read the article the Catholic School Journal 
June, under the caption “Method and Plan 
Arithmetics.” While this article contains some valuable 
suggestions the teaching arithmetic, yet taken 
entirety retrogressive spirit and veiled plea 
for the very type text-book which necessitated the 
report the famous Ten.” Whatever 
may the faults virtues the newer arithmetics, 
nothing gained, but much lost, return 
text-books whose pages were laden with impossible prob- 
lems, empty puzzles and mathematical gymnastics. These 
books were weighed the balance and found wanting, 
and they have gone stay. 

possible that this writer has run across some 
freak book that has not been privilege see, 
but his criticism aimed the standard texts 
recent publication—containing for practice work the 
the industrial world, against the unprofit- 
able problems the books generally use the be- 
ginning this decade—he has not mingled sufficiently 
with business men familiar with the demands upon 
the schools today. 

These newer books—so far familiar with them 
superior the older books the very points 
which this writer sets forth essentials. They are 
stronger the development side, are better balanced, 
more teachable, and more interesting that the prin- 
ciples mastered are applied the solution actual 
problems related modern industrial life. 

have not yet seen text-book arithmetic whose 
real purpose was what this writer sets forth under the 
caption “Informational” arithmetic. have heard 
book agents call some competing book “informational” 
merely because contained review practice problems 
pertaining the life today, while his own book did 
not contain such problems. Usually examination 
these books thus characterized shows them ex- 
ceptionally strong the “operational” side and de- 
veloping the “power do.” Indeed, there are few 
the newer books that are not vastly stronger these 
particulars than even the best the old style books, 
hardly fair (for any one except book agent) 
mislead characterizing “informational” strong 
book merely because has problem material that 
modern. Those authors who have selected the practice 
material from the field the child’s experience and in- 
terests are encouraged, not condemned. 

probable that the ideal text arithmetic has not 
yet appeared. Nevertheless some the newer books 
conform much more closely the ideal the “Com- 
mittee Ten” than the books which preceded them. 
The evident popularity some these books 


argument their favor that cannot upset exploit- 
ing the virtues books which may have been good 
their day—as the stage coach was good its day—but 
which thru new demands have become obsolete. Teachers 
today will longer satisfied with book that

The success that has hitherto attended the annual con- 
vention the Catholic Educational Association was again 
the meeting held July Cincinnati.

Bishops left 
the duties their sees, priests the cares their par- 
ishes, nuns their convents, professors, lay 
and clerical, their colleges and seminaries, assemble 
there the common cause Christian education. 
was eloquent protest against irreligious instruction, 
whose influence unfortunately world wide; and was 
most forcible reminder the sacrifices the Church has 
made and willing make rather than behold her 
children denied her guidance important matter. 
More than two score states were represented the 500 
delegates the various departments the association. 

the Pontifical Mass which opened the confention, 
the spacious Franciscan Church was filled with the most 
gathering priests and religious ever assembled 
Cincinnati. striking feature the gathering this 
year was the large attendance nuns representing the 
teaching orders all parts the United States. 


Archbishop Moeller’s Address. 

Archbishop Moeller, who officiated, made address 
welcome the delegates, speaking the growing con- 
viction among thoughtful educators outside the Church 
the necessity combining religious with secular 
knowledge the schools. 

religious training,” said, “promotes the temporal 
well the eternal welfare the child and lays the 
foundation for the family. The wrecks that mark the 
ways time teach the lesson that nation, too, may not 
depend riches, culture power and hope live. 
Religion, the truth God, the unchangeable principles 
morality, are the soul every government; give life 
and inspire with noble and lofty ideas and insure per- 
manency. citizen who guided religious principles 
and truths will not fail the obligations incumbent upon 
him; can depended upon doing his full duty, 
conscience and not the lash the prison impelling him 
act.” 

After the Mass the delegates assembled St. Francis’ 
Hall, where Rt. Rev. O’Connell the Catholic 
University, president general the association, made 
the opening address. Bishop O’Connell said that the 
times indicate that the purposes for which the association 
was founded are being realized, and that interest the 
unification teaching methods has been awakened, 
was evidenced the large attendance the present 
then introduced Rt. Rev. Maes, 
Bishop Covington, Ky., and Rt. Rev. Bishop Hartley 
Columbus, Both prelates addressed the delegates 
briefly, attesting their interest the work undertaken 
the association. 


Dr. Pace Starts Discussion. 

The first paper read the convention opened the way 
most able and interesting discussion. This was the 
report “The Present Condition Education the 
United States,” Very Rev. Pace, D., the 
Catholic University. Dr. Pace chiefly concerned himself 
with emphasizing the. necessity greater unification, 
tematization and correlation Catholic schools. 

Pace dwelt upon the fact that isolation rapidly 
giving place co-ordination, and that closer union be- 
tween the parochial school, the college and the univer- 
sity gradually being accomplished the curriculum 
adjusted, the methods teaching improved and better 
epportunities afforded the teachers prepare for their 
work. The normal function the Catholic system, 
said, provide the means co-ordination, and thereby 
make each school more efficient, not only its particu- 
lar sphere activity, but also its co-operation with 
the rest the system. this means alone, con- 
tended, will possible give the child thorough 
Catholic education from his first entrance into the paro- 
chial school his graduation from the college. the 
lack co-ordination the past Dr. Pace attributed the 
fact that many Catholic young men and women and 
those who are destined teach the parochial 


schools are pursuing their higher studies non- 
Catholic colleges and universities. 
Dr. Shields and Rev. Yorke Debate. 

Interest the afternoon centered paper the 
proper methods teaching religion the schools, de- 
livered Rev. Dr. Shields, also the Catholic 
University. 

Dr. Shields advocated system similar that used 
imparting secular knowledge. comparison and object 
lessons, contended, child could more readily come 
the knowledge God, His attributes, and the funda- 
mentals religion than any cut and dried course 
which was compelled commit memory, frequently 
without being capable grasping its meaning. 
strengthen his arguments, Dr. Shields pointed out that 
Christ taught comparison and all occasions adapted 
Himself the position and condition His audience. 

Rev. Dr. Yorke San Francisco objected the 
methods proposed Dr. Shields upon the grounds that 
they were entirely too revolutionary. The proposed 
methods, also, said, were not practical, since child 
must taken exactly is. many instances, 
said, the home surroundings the boy girl are 
such character that the scheme presented the paper 
would not appeal them, and further that the time 
spent many children any school not sufficient 
profitably follow the course contemplated the paper. 

Brother Justin, president the Christian Brothers’ 
College, St. Louis, and the oldest teacher present, having 
spent fifty-two years actual service, stated that the 
suggestions Dr. Pace modified form might con- 
sidered, but that the scheme teaching religion sug- 
gested him contemplated too vague exposition 
Catholic doctrine. Others participating the discussion 
were Brothers Chrysostom, John Waldron several 
clergy. 


Paper School Hygiene. 

The paper that attracted most attention the Wednes- 
day morning session the parochial school department 
was one Dr. John Griewe Cincinnati. 

“Parochial school teachers should have series in- 
structions each year,” said, “on subjects such the 
nature the infectious and contagious diseases, what 
they are, how contract them and how they may 
avoided. need not only the truant officer, but 
need medical inspection schools first requisite 
securing god results, and, generally speaking, there 
should happen difference opinion between the 
teacher and the parent the real value soap and 
water maintaining ordinary cleanliness, believe the 
parents should given practical illustration showing 
the child before and after the use such 
remedy, and the authority ought there bring 
about the proper result. Parents,” said, “should work 
hand hand with the teachers obtain lasting results.

life.

WANT DIVISION SCHOOL FUND. 

The seventh annual meeting the Cath- 
olic Federation was held in Boston in July, 
and proved the most successful gather- 
ing in the history of the association. The 
Hierarchy, Clergy and laity were all well 
represented. 

On the question of education, the Federa- 
tion reaffirmed its stand taken at the Atlan- 
tic City convention in favor of a division if 
the school fund, as follows: 

reaffirm the resolution adopted 
the Atlantic City convention, which reads 
follows: 

**We observe with deep satisfaction the 
gradual growth among our non-Catholic fel- 
low citizens of the conviction that religious 
instruction of some sort is absolutely neces- 
sary for the welfare of our country. Witness 
the discussions of the National Educational 
Association and of the Religious Educational 
Association, both which fully justify the 
position maintained by us Catholics for the 
past half century. We note with pleasure 
that, while the pupils in our parish schools 
receive a thorough religious training, their 
proficiency in secular studies is not inferior, 
but in many cases superior to that of the 
public school children. Convinced that we 
are not called upon to suggest plans for the 
various non-Catholic denominations, we pro- 
pose this solution of the educational prob- 
lem so far as we are concerned. 

‘*Pirst, let no public moneps be paid out 
for religious instruction in any school. 

**Second, let the educational per capita 
tax be disbursed for results in purely secu- 
lar studies only in our parish schools, our 
teachers receiving their salaries as other 
teachers receive theirs. 

‘*Third, to ascertain those results let our 
schools be submitted to state or city exam- 
inations. Thus will the great principle of 
our government, ‘no public moneys for sec- 
tarian purposes,’ be preserved intact.’’

Other resolutions passed by the conven- 
tion were as follows: 

Commending juvenile courts and recom- 
mending that Catholics actively co-operate in 
their york. 

Urging formation of Catholic aid societies, 
employment bureaus and homes for working 


girls. 
Legislation limiting hours of child labor.

V. G., Chairman of the School Board, and it 
was in all respects a most successful gather. 
ing. The various religious orders of St. 
Louis were well represented and the papers 
read and discussions following brought out 
much interest and value. 

The diocesan institutes Portland, 
Los Angeles, Cal., Columbus, O., Rochester, 
N. Y., and other eastern points are reported 
to have been well up to their high standin 
of previous years. The increasing number o; 
local organizations of religious teachers, con. 
sidered in connection with the great strides 
being made by the National Catholic Edu. 
cational Association, indicate something of 
the strong progressive spirit that now ani- 
mates the great army of Catholic school 
workers. 


PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS’ RETREAT. 


One hundred and twenty-five women teach- 
ers of the Boston public schools, at the close 
of the scholastic year, instead of going to 
seashore or mountain for rest and recrea- 
tion, proceeded to Wellesley Hills for a 
week’s spiritual retreat the Academy 
the Assumption. Archbishop O’Connell 
ited the institution and delivered an address 
to the teachers. He dwelt on the functions 
and duties of the Christian teachers and 
pointed out to them the nobility of their 
calling.

Fremont, O., will soon have one of the 
finest parochial school buildings in the Cleve- 
land diocese. St. Joseph’s parish is just 
completing an unusually handsome school for 
the size of the town, and it will be an orna- 
ment to the city. It will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $80,000.

The diplomas were given by the An- 
cient Order of Hibernians and the Ladies’ 
auxiliary and were presented to the pupils 
on graduation from the eighth grade. 


AFTER 250 YEARS. 

An unusual exodus was witnessed in Mon- 
treal the other: day. Two and a half cen- 
turies ago the venerable Margaret Bourgeois, 
with her little band of four devoted French 
women, founded the famous teaching com- 
munity of the Ladies of the Congregation of 
Notre Dame, and all these long years the 
headquarters of that community have been 
St. Jean Baptist street, adjacent 
time honored Church of Notre Dame de 
Pitie. The community has now moved into 
a magnificent new home, with its 150 nov- 
ices and 200 professed members, of whom 
there are nearly 1,500 in the Dominion. 


The introduction of one catechism for the 
whole of Germany is assured. The new edi- 
tion of the medium De Harbe by Father 
Linden, which is to be illustrated by the 
historic painter, Philip Schuhmacher, of Mu- 
nich, is the text agreed upon. It will be in- 
troduced at once into all the dioceses of Ba- 
varia, with the exception ef Augsberg, where 
it will probably be adopted in a short time. 
It is thought that Austria will also adopt this 
plan of uniformity.

The $7,000,000 additional needed for 
1908 includes the $3,000,000 with which to 
raise the salaries of the teachers, as decided 
upon by the board at its meeting, and the 
remaining $4,000,000 to cover the additional 
expenses caused by the natural growih of the 
system. Considerably more than 25,000 pu- 
pils are added to the school rolls each year, 
new buildings are being opened, effort is be- 
ing made to reduce the number of pupils on 
part time, and ney courses of study, includ- 

ing trade schools, are being developed.
